Excellent Temper and good Qualities z being allow'd to be one 
of the moſt ſober and judicious Noblemen in the Kingdum, which even his 
Enemies could not deny; and the Merit and Efteem he bore, was more 
cauſe of Offence againſt him, than any Matter that was reap d up at his 
Tryal; all which in effect was meerly grounded upon Malice (1 mean Po- 
piſb Malice) that could not be forgot, from his Lordſhips being one of thoſe - 
earneft ſticklers for Proteſtant Liberty, and even the very ſoremoſt that 
prefer'd the Bill of Excluſion 3 to the Reſentment of which he was a Sa- 
crifice, tho? his Character and Defence on his Tryal were enough to have 
him acquitted from any thing but Maliceand Romiſh Fury; the Circumſtances 
of which you have in the following Account of his Arraignment and Con- 
demnation ; and tho? he lived in thoſe malicious Times, yet his Honour 
was fully cleared by the firſt Parliament, after the Abdication of Popery, 
who revers'd the Attainder both againſt his Lordſhip and other Perions.

To 
which his Lordſhip pleaded Not Guilty, and deſired time to- make his, Pe- 
tence for one Day longer, but it was denyed him; He had Council a- 
0 as to the lawfulneſs of the Jury, whether to be Freeholders or not, 
ich was the Lord C. J. Polexfen, the preſent Lord C. J. Holt, and Mr. 
Ward, but the Point was over-rul'd, as indeed was every Thing that could 
be ſaid for him, though of never ſo much weight: So that his Lordſhip 
having challeng'd 31 Perſons, the Jury were as follows.

When we met there, it was preſently agree what their 
proper Province was, which was to have a care of the Whole: And therefore 
it was neceſſary for ſome General things ſhou'd fall under our Care and Con- 
duct, which could not poſſibly be conducted by individual Perſons. © Ihe 
things that did Principally challenge this Car, we thought were theſe 3 Whe- 
ther the Inſurrection was moft Proper to be begun in London, or in the Coun- 
try, or both at one inſtant. This ſtood upon (:veral different Reaſons: It 
was ſaid in the Country, and I remember the D. of Monmouth inſiſted upon it, 
that it was impoſſible to appoſe a Formed, well Methodiz'd, and Governed 
Force, with a Rabvle haſtily got together; and therefore whatever Numbers

ON Saturday, Fuly the 21ſt, 1683. about Nine in the Morning, the She- 
riffs went to Newgate, to ſee if the Lord Ruff u as ready; and in alit-. 
tle time his Lordſhip came out, and went into his Coach, taking his Farewel 
. of his Lady, the Lord Carendiſh, and ſeveral other of his Friends at New- 

gate. In the Coach were Dr. Llliiſon and Dr. Burner, who accompanied him 
to the Scaffold built in Lincoln's- Inn. Fields, which was covered all over with 
Mourning, Being come upon the Scaffold, hs Lordſhip bowed to the Perſons 
preſent; and turning to the Sheriff, made this following Speech. 

Mr. Sheriff, expected the Noiſe would be ſnch. that I (ſhould not he much 
heard. I was never fond of mach Speaking, much leſs now; therefore i have 
ſet down in Paper all that I think fic to leave behind me. God knows how 
far I was always from Deſigns againſt the King's Perſon, or of altering the 
4 Government: And I ſtill pray for the Prefer vation of Eoth, and of the Pro-
